At the firet the clay w«s fixed by tne 


oolonial governoro, imd npon its orgoni. 
'zalion tho Continental Congress recom- 
mended to the several states that an ap- 
pointed day be kept 
ne an annual 


Thanksgiving Day, and the reaull WBG 
that from 1777 to 1784 a duy was ob- 
served by the Nation; the days which 
were so kept wera December 18,1777 
December 30, 1778; December 9, 1779 
December 7, 1780; December 13, 1781; 
November 22, 1782; December 11, 1783i 
and October 19,1784. After the estab- 
lishment of the national government the 
appointment of the .day was left to the 
governors of the several states. This 
rule was observed, with the exception 
that on several occasions appointments 
were made by presidents calling upon 
the people to assemble and give thanks 
for special favoru, rmtil 1863, when Lin- 
coln issued a proclamation naming a day 
for National thanksgiving, since which 
time the President has annually issued 
his Thanksgiving proclamation, and the 
luet Thursday of November has been ob- 
served in obedience to the President's 
proclamation, the governors of the sev- 
eral states following with their proclama- 
tions. The rale has beea faithfully and 
courteously observed until the present 
year, when Governor Hill, of New York 
and Governor Bnssell, of Massachusetts, 
issued Thanksgiuiug proclamations be- 
fore tho President issued his usual proc 
tarnation. The proclamation of Mr. Lin- 
coln referred to above making the day 
National wns a remarkable document. 
It was leaned in the midst of a cruel civil 
war. when the chances for the life of the 
Nation hung in the balances. 
Touching 


the condition of the Nation at tho tim 
we note tho following passage in the 
proclamation: 


"I do, therefore, invite my fellow-citi- 


zens in every part of the United Htatea. 
and also those who are at sea, and those 
who are sojourning in foreign lands, to 
set apart and observe the last Thursday 
of November next as a day of thanksgiv- 
ing imd prayer to our beneficent Father 
wno dwelleth in the heavens. 
And T 


recommend to them that while offering 
up the ascriptions justly due to Him for 
such singular deliverance and blessing, 
they do also, with humble penitence for 
our national perverseness and disobedi- 
ence, commend to HIB tender care all 
those who huvo become widows, orphans, 
mourners or suffering in the lamentable 
civil strife in which we are unavoidably 
engaged, and fervently implore the in- 
terposition of the Almighty hand to heal 
the wounds of the Nation and to restore 
it, as soon as may be consistent with the 
divine purpose, to the full enjoyment of 
peace, harmony, tranquility and union." 


Thanksgiving day is not only observed 


nationally, but has become a national 
holiday. As the people assemble to- 
morrow to return thanks to Almighty 
God for Hia providential care over us as 
a nation, we should bear in mind the 
spirit of Abraham Lincoln, who made the 
day national, that stretched ita sympathy 
toward the Billiotod, and when the plate 
is passed the poor and the aQlcted should 
be letnembered in a substantial way, 
bearing in mind that the way to accom- 
plish the end of prayers for the poor is to 
answer them ourselves by planking down 
the dollars. 


The National Convontion. 


The Republican National Convention 


has been fixed for June 7,1802, at Minne- 
apolis, Minn. The contest for the sent 
of the convention was quite spirited ttnd 
near the end ot the contest narrowed 
down to Minneapolis and Cincinnati. 
Minneapolis won on tho 7th ballot, the 
vote standing 2!) for Minneapolis to '23 
for Cincinnati. 


The place selected tor holding the con-

TBK MDBBBB. 


As stated in the columns ot the RB£UB- 


iiioAN last evening Atteberry waa found 
dead Monday evening in tbe road a mile 
from his home, the top ot bis head blown 
otT, tbe weapon used being B shot-gun. 
Tba inquest waa held last night near tbe 
ecene of the shocking crime and a ver- 
dict was returned holding Ed and Grant 
Atteberry, sons ot the deceased, us guili.y 
ot the murder, whioh the jury said was 
premeditated and committed with malice 
aforethought. Tbe prisoners had a pre- 
liminary examination before the Squire 
ia the country and both wtre held to 
answer without bail. 
This forenoon at 


11 o'clock Constable Bentley and a deputy 
sheriff left left Moaweqna on tbe train 
for Shelbyville with Ed and Grant in 
custody. They wers not in irons. Both 
were quiet, nnd went along without any 
trouble or thought ot making u dash for 
liberty. A great crowd was at the train 
to see the two men, who will remain in 
the jail at Shelbyville and stand trial for 
the awful crime ot killing their own 
father. The investigation thus far failed 
to reveal which one ot the sons fired the 
gun. One man did it. Possibly there 
will be a confession from one of the sons, 
in which one or both will stretch hemp 
for the crime. 


It has been revealed that a short time 


before Bob McClelland beard the report 
of the gun Grant Atteberry, who resides 
2ji miles south of the Atteberry home 
place, was aeon driving north in a wagon 
and Ed Atteberry was seen near by on 
horseback. After the fatal shot was fired 
Grant wns observed in tbe wagon driving 
toward Ed's house, not far from the vic- 
tim's house, 
Ed waa seen galloping 


north on another road. The body of At- 
teberry was found in the mud near the 
center of the road. He was in a load cart 
when killed and fell oat bnckn-aide, the 
horae running away. It was caught tmlt 
a mile down the road. There were tracks 
of Grant's narrow-tread wagon at the 
spot and leading on to the turn and up 
the road towards Ed's bouse. These 
facts were brought out at the inquest and 
at the preliminary examination, and the 
arrest of the two eona followed. As yet 
the officers have tailed to find the gun 
used. 
It was probably bidden in tbe 


wagon before the commission of the crime 
and was then hastily, secreted. Possibly 
it will bo fished out ot the well at Ed's 
home.

the old man's open avowal that he would 
marry the Widow Denton.

87. Both are married and have a num- 
ber of children.

European Backing Growing Cold in the 


Face of Extensive American Naval 


Preparations—Most Pay for \hs 


Attack on American Seamsn. 


I By Mexican C.iblo ) 


VALPARAISO, Nov. 35, via Galves- 


ton, Tex.—Tlie feeling of uneasiness 
caused in Cluli by the decision of con- 
press to authorize 
the 
prosecution, 


through Procurator Fiscal, of Senor 
Jose Encinn, recently a member of the 
late President lialmaoeda's congress, on 
charges of fraud, lias increased greatly 
and lias caused considerable excite- 
ment and consternation in cei-tain cir- 
cles here. The cause of this renewed 
trepidation is the fact that it was an 
nounced ycstei d,ay Uiat all Balmaceda.'s 
former ministers were to be prosecuted 
and that some startling-disclosures may- 
be expected when the public ventila- 
tion of their affairs is madt>. These 
ministers TV ere all indicted yesterday 
and tlieir trials will be pushed at the 
earliest possible moment. 


The indictments brought in are said 


to have been the result, directly or In- 
dircctlj', of the preliminary examina- 
tions to which Senor Enema was sub- 
jected. 
The latter is sued for the sum 


of $45,000,000, the amount of notes is- 
sued by Balmaceda's congress 
and 


which have since been declared illegal 
by the new government The fact that 
these indictments will be pressed to the 
bitter end seems to denote that some 
wholesale confiscations of property 
may be made, temporarily at least, in 
the near future 


In spite of the decision of congress to 


do everything possible to place Chilian 
finances upon a firm basis and tlie fact 
that considerable retrenchment 
and 


economies are necessary, it was decided, 
yesterday, officially, to devote the bum 
of 3200,000 to provide for Chili's repre- 
sentation at tlie Chicago fair in 1803. 


There is a marked reaction, as this 


action just talcen will show, in favor of 
the United States, 
This may or may 


not be caused by tho fact that tho 
Chilian authorities having the Balti- 
more's sailors' grievances in course ol 
investigation, are weakening consid- 
erably. 


Though the ollieial result of the in- 


vestigation has not yet become known, 
enough has leaked out to show that 
the high stand at first taken by the po- 
lice and other olilcials has dwindled 
down iuto a, very ranch more common- 
sense frame of mind. It is reported 
licrc, in this connection, that this 
change of mind is to a considerable ex- 
tent due to sobering advice which the 
Chilian government has received, semi- 
officially, from tlu> European repre- 
sentatives here. The Chilians, there 
is no doubt, at one time counted 
on being supported in tho ground 
they toolc by tlie British minister, and, 
perhaps, by the British government. 
There may or may not have been a1 
any time foundation for such a belief, 
but it is safe to say that the Chilians 
have been thoroughly convinced thii 
they will have to rely upon them- 
selves ,il' n>' should they cause any fur- 
ther tiuui.lu to the 
United States
